London, Nov. 2.—Mr Winston Churchill, the Conservative Opposition 
leader, declarer tonight that the heavy defeat. of the Labour Government at 
yester day’s partial municipal elections in England and Wales was a “splendid 
victory” and congratulated all voters who took part in “this protest against the 
Soci list management of our affairs”, while Lord Woolton, the Conservative 

Party Chairman, called on the Government to resign. 

Results announced up to tonight, with only two more to come, showed an anti- 
Labour landslide with a Labour net loss of 643 sents and a Conservative not gain 
of 617. The Independents—usually of Conservative sympathics—had a net gain of
